Now, sir, a few words about the pol-
icy of this bill. There may be some
ol‘yil.n details objectionable and obnox-
jous to the severcst oriticiem. The
amount appropriated in Jarge, not too
largn, I trusty to erubarass the Treasury
ofrlﬁa country. It will be drawn out

radually ond will be distributed like
the dews of heaven upon all sections
of the country, I have wo time to
dwell in detail, il vo, I could indieate
various objections. But, sir, this mens-
urn is in the interest of public im-
provement—to make available for in-
ternal commerce, at n time when Inbor
is chenp and secking some employment,
the avenunes for cemmercial interconrse
constructed with such liberal hand by
the author ot our being in different
parts of the country.

A few years ago we did not have
bills like this so genoral in their char-
acter. The earlier history of the coun-
try does not give us geneial river and
harbor appropriation bills. But, sir,
the policy of Government aid in inter-
nal improvements in the development
of our resources has obtained in the
country for many years, and has ob-
tained after a long stroggle among the
earlier statesmen, I am too young to
have known Henry Clay, but I was
brought up in that old whig school of
politics of which he wasso conspicuous
an exponent; which invited the foster-
ing, powerful hand of the Federal Gov-
ernment i promoting commerce
among the States and with foreign na-
tions by making more navigable our
rivers, and more safe our harbors
This attractive man, a liberal states-
man, as early ns 1824, in diseussing “a

comes down the Allogheny. Why, #ir,
steambont navigation has existed on
this stream from Pittaburgh to Olean.
Stenmbonts have run moro than six
monthe in the ysar more than & huon.
dred miles ap. At this very lime, as
I was informed a fow days since, some
of tho manuficturera and stenmboat-
ownerd at Pittsburgh and vicinity are
raising a fund among themselves—a
few thousand dollars—to dredgo out
the channel at what is ealled Garri
son’s Island, above Pittshurgh, which,
when done, will give a clear channel
and steamboat nuvigation to the movth
of the Kiskiminetas,twenty-seven miles
above Pittsburgh. There are manu-
fuctories at Freeport, oplilosil.c. giving
a market for staves which come up the
Ohio from West Virginia to Pitte
burgh,

There are somo two hundred thou-
sand of these in barges lving at FPitts
burgh in the Allegheny, waiting the
rising of the water to go up the river
to & market, A few thousand dollars
judiciously expended in dredging, and
possibly in the erection of a few dams,
would make this stream navigable all
seasons of the year. Then, sir, it pen:
etrates the great oil rvg;:dn. With this
river pavigable to that point for
harges and heavy freights it would re-
lieve the great question to somo ex-
tent of the discrimination in freighta
which is now so much tormenting the
trade of that region of country. Sir,
the improvemont of this stream helps
the commerce of the nation. It is a
feeder of the Ohio, the Okio of the Mis-
sissippi, and thence to the ocean. With
the improvement of the Allegheny,
with such aid as will make it naviga-

bill authorizing the President to cause
certain surveys and estimates to be
made on the subject of roads and ca-
nals,” said :

Tt is gaid that the power to regulate com-
merce merely authorizes the layving of im-
posts and duties. But Congress lins no
power to lay imposts and duties on the
trade among the several States, The grant
must mean, therclore, something elso,
Whatsit? The power to rogulate com-
meree among the several States, if it Lhas
any meaning, implies authority to foster
it, to promots it, to bestow npon it facili-
ties similar to those which have boen econ-
veded to onr foreign trade, All the pow-
ers of this Government shoulkd Le inter-
preted in reference to its Nrest, its best, its
greatest ohject-—the Union of the States,
And is not the Union best invigorated by
an intimate social ancd commercial conneec-
tion between all parts of the confeneracy 1

The subsequent practices of the Gov-
ernment have sanctioned this policy.
Bat, gir, I have no time for extanded
remarks. There can be no doubt of
the clear constitutional power of Con-

ress to make general appropriations
or the improvement of the navigation
of the rivers of the country to make
them convenient avenues for the trade
of the people.

_ It is to be found in that eighth sec-
tion of first article of the Coustitution
giving Congress “power to regulate
commerce with foreign nations and
amona_the several States,” Ina noted
case, Gibbons vs, Ogden, 9 Wheaton,
196, Chief-Justice Marshall eays :

This power, like all others vestod in
Congress, is comploto in itself, may be ex-
ercised to its ntmont extent. and acknowl-
adges no limitations other than are pre~
scribed by the Constitation,

And if any doubt this thereis ample
authority to declare that the power to
regulate commerce among the several
States does not stop at State lines, but
may be exercised within the territorial
jurisdiction of a State, Seys Justice
Johnson in the same case:

The {::'wer of Congress doos not stop at
thojurisdictional lines of theseveral States,
It would be n vory useless powerif it conld
notl pass those lines, The commerceo of the
United States with foreign nations is that
of the whole United S Every dis-
triot Lgs a right to participate, The deep
atrenms which penctrate our country in
overy direction pass through the interlor
of almost evory State of the Unlon, and
furnish the means of exercising that right.
Irit exists within the States thon the pow-
glt“tgv(mugmi may be exercised withina

So, then, sir, there is ample author-
ity in the practices of the Government
and in the direct utterances of the
bighest Federal court of the power of
Congress to make the arpmpriations
of the character contemplated in this
bill. It is wise at a time like this to
do so. Bir, labor is at a standstill in
many parts of the country. He is a
public benefactor who invents some
useful employment for the idle thou-
sands,

It is said we are approaching hard-
pan in the business of the country, in-
deed have arrived there ; if =0, let us
now take a new departure on the hard-

an principle. Hard-pan prices have

een reached ; let the Government,
then, at these low rates profit as well
as the private citizen. t the nation
seize tbe opportunity to do so much
good for itself snd its idle subjects.
Such, then, being a wise policy, why
hesitate? Why find fault? The gen-
tleman from Pennsylvania[Mr Wright)
pauses at the threshold and complains
at the appropriations for the survey of
the Allegheny, of the Kiskiminetas and
Conemaugh in Western Pennsylvania,
Why this? I have before, a few mo-
menta since, spoken of this. Let the
distinet issuo be made with him and
others who object, right here on the
record. Why shall Goverament wid
be not given to improve the naviga-
tion of the Allegheny if it is practiea-
ble to do so ?

It is & stream, not merely local in
its character, rising in New York., By
steambont navigation it has long since
borve commodities from Olean, from
Jamestown, and other points in that
State to the Obio and Mississippi. The
Allegheny and Monongahels, uniting
at Pittsburgh, form the Ohio, .\hlcﬁ
of the luwmber t(rade to Piltsburgh

hle at all seasons of the year, the im-
memem of the Kiskikinetss and
Jonemaugh will follow as tributaries
to the trade of the Allegheny and
Obin,

\Vhf-. sir, I hold in my haud new an
official document with maps and charts.
It is the report of the Senate Commit-
tee (of 1874) on Transportation Routes
to the Seaboard, a Senate doeument.
The purpose of this committee was to
discover and report upon such water
routes of transportation between the
States and to the ocean as were cheap
and practicable, I find these very
rivers, Kiskiminetas and Conemaugh
mentioned favorably as links in the
chain from the Ohio to Delaware Bay.
Hear & moment from a distinguished
engineor cited in this report, page 90,
The subject of great water communi-
cation seems yet to have inspired no
very aclive interest in Pennsylvania,

et I question whether there is a State
in the Union which has better claims
for notice in that particular at the
hands of the General Government.
After explaining the question he says:

The seaboaxd may be reached from the
Ohio by three different routes commenc-
lup{u& ittsburgh. The first nscends the
Allogheny River to the meuth of the is-
kiminetas, and thence by the Congmaugh
resches the Allegheny Mountains, through
which & tunnel would connect the castern
and wostern waters, and the Valloy of the
Juniata would bo used to reach tha Bus-
quehanoe and thenee tho sea at our new
seaport on Dolaware Bay, a distance of
somothing over four hundred miles, say
four lmmrrm! and twenty-live. A canal
Las existod on this whole line excopt
through the summit of the mountain,
which was overcomae by a partage railway.

This ronte was spoken of favorably
Wy the Sepate committee. This engi-
neer, who i8 more familiar with ounr
State than my colleague, is Colonel
Jrmes Warrall, who is in full life and
activity. It was wise then in this bill
to provide for the survey of these
streams and call for an estimate from
scientific engincers of the expense of
their utilization for copstant naviga-
tion. I have no time to dwell.

Iu answer to a question as to wheth-
er these were not inconsiderable
streame, Gen. White replied that they
were not—that they wero important,
and could be made valuable for iuter-
nal commerce.

Mr. Wright asked how large the
streams were, to which Gen, White re-
plied “Not less that three hundrel feet
across,”

On account of the expiration of the
time set apart for the discussion of this
question, it was here closed.

AN ORDINANCE,

PAESORIBING THE METHOD OF BUILDING
HIDEWALKS IN TIONESTA BOWOUGH,

Be it ordained by the Town Cuuneil of the
Borough of Tionesta, and 1t is hereby or-
dained by authority of the same :

That on and after Monday, tho 20th day
of April, A, D, 1878, it shall be the duty of
all peasons ownliong or oceupying Pmpurt}'
in Tionesta, when bullding new sidowalks
nd the same may be needed, or when re-
quired to do so by the proper borough au-
lllturium. Lo build @11 such sidewalks as
hereinafter preseribed, viz:

All sidewalks shall Le five foet Uwee
inches wide, of pine or oak plank, oneand
u:w-lmlrinuilm thick, nailed crosswise of
the walk to three cak stringers, with not
loss than five 20-1 nuils in each and overy
plunk, Sald stringers are to bo two and
ong-half inchies by five inches, set in, or
halved into oak or chestnutb posts, and
nailed thereto by 40-D splkesg sald posts
to bhe set into the gronnd not less than two
and oneshalf foet, and whore the ground is
weot and swampy, throa feel, "The posis
are to be set apart five feet four inches
from centre to contre of the posts. The
posts to be not less than six inches in di-
nmeter. The outside siringers are to be
five feot apart, measuring from the out-
slde of sach stringar,

Propided, however, that property own-
ers shall be psrmitted to build walks of
brick or Ing stone, with the proper foun-
dutlons, of above width,

All ordinances or parts, Inconsisignt
with this, are herehy repealod,
